This morning, about half-pust 8 o'clook, an plurm
of fire was sounded from the Green amd Coates
Strects Rullway Depot.  On proceeding to that
pelghborhood, the planing mill and sash Tactory of
Messre, Campbell & Atkinson, s fonr-story brick
buliding, on the west slde of Twenty-fourth strooet,
above Green, was found jn famoes, and despite the
exortions of the Hyemen, was soon rediced to o
mass of charred ruing.  The fre originated directly
over the holler, snd g0 rapld was Its progress thot
the workmen employed in the upper storles narrowly
ercpped with thelr lives, a number of whom were
compelled to leap from the second-story windows,
and were conslilerably Injared, one severely, From
the main building the fdames communicubed with o
rongheast bullding in the rear, oceupled only on the
first foor by Messrs, Ollis & Brother, wonil tarners ;
the roof and upper stories of this bailding were
somewhat damageda,

The bulldings were owned hy Christopher Stiver,
tobaccanist, Third nnd Green streeis, who leasec
them to a Mr, Alvert Cook, who sub-leased them w
the occupants named,  ‘The Tfront huilding was

A report became current In Jergey City yesterdoay
afterpoon that tho entire body of bhrakemon em-
ployed on the freight tralns of the Bastern Division
of the BErie Rallway struck on Saturday night. The
onue of the strike 18 &ald o have been o conse-
gquence of the digcharge of three of the brakemen
on I'riday, and gubstituting i thelr places three men
uot belonging to that organization. Thoe brakes
men held o meeting In Port Jervia and de-
manded the immedinte restoration of the three dis-
charged men to thelir situationy, . The company de-
clined to neeede 1o the demand, and the consequence
wis tht on Saturday eveniog the men held another
mecting, when 8 strike was resolved upon, to take
effeet at once.  AB the tralns came into Port Jervis
the brokemen el gaged In running them were notl-
ffed of the action taken, and ut onee lelt ol work, ln
consegquence of which nearly (he entire amonnt
of freight that was belng moved over the road 8
now standing upon the macks at Port Jervis.

The Annual lonundation.

The yearly Inundation of the Nile hna been even
greater thun usual this year, The London News
BAYE fome

“The Nile mud has fertilized the Descrt sands and
drawn a bely of garden-ground all down the long
conrse of the river, and the Desert air has moade the
almogphere the brghtest and mos! salubrious in the
world,  But the strugile between Nile and Descrt,
sand snd mud, drowght and food, has gone on with
varied fortuneg. Year by year the vne anxiety of
the Egyptian people, whether under g Phavaoh or o
Khedive, has been the rise of the Nile. When o
ralls ghiort the Desert gains upon them, soil famine
gtares them in the face; when it rises above Its
normal flood, it sweeps away their villages and
drowns the fields 1t should fertilize, This year has
been a year of exoess, The river has risen to an un-
